Whnat George 1. Melkilejolin in Doing
and Mas Done for the Ne-
hraska Volunnteers,

BEATRICE, Neb., Jan. 31.—To the Editor
of Thoe Bee—Dear Sir: A ecareful perusal
of tha letterr by Major F. A. Williams In
this morning's Hee brings to mind a letter
recelved a few weeks ago and slgned by
Borgoant August Tylee of the Third Ne-
braska. I enclose a copy of the samo.

Curiosity and a desire for Information
impels me to ask for a little light upon
the subject. In hoth letters we fAnd &«
statemcut referring to Melklejohn which
reads as follows:

“We all know that he wae and |8 the best
{rlend to the Nebraska soldler boys. Dur-
Ing the war he did much for them and uo
chance to forward their interosts was neg-
lected and no request slighted.”

How do we know that he was and is the
best friend to the Nebraska soldler boy«?
.What did he ever do for the Nebraska regi-
ments that was pnot done for the other mem-
hers of the volunteer army? Does Mr.
Meikiejohn, through his literary bureaw,
mean to clalm that ne discriminated aguinst
the members of other organizations and
In favor of the Nebraska reglments? 1f
he does I think I can safely say (speaking
for the Firat Nebraska) that the impression
Intended 1o convey Is entirely false and
erroneous.

When Mr. Melklejohn stated to Mr, Hay-
wari, when Hayward was & candidate for
governor, that he (Melklejohn) would, in
cane of Hayward's election, immediately re-
quest Colonel Stotsenburg's resignation as
eolonel of the First Nebraska and order
him back to his own regiment, so that an-
_other who had more Influcnce in the state
might be appointed colonel, I suppose ho
thought that he was doing the “exiremely
graceful” to the Nobraska boys

The only hlot upon the record of the Firat
reglment today s that self-same hullabaloo
kicked up by a few malcontenis against
Colonsl Btotsenburg, one of the bravest of
men and trueat of soldlers that ever lved,
and there is not a member of the First Ne-
braska regiment who had the honor of
serving under Colonel Stotsenburg In the
Phllippine cAmpalgns but bas o bitterness
of heart agalnst those who maligned him
and sought to depose him. The members
of the “fighting First" would give worlds
to wipe out that blot and bring to life
again the gallant colomel, who, although
hounded to distraction and smarting under
the sting of the unjust charges agalnst him,
rushed by traln from Manila one bright
Sundny In April that he might joiln his
reglment In action and who gave his life In
tylog fo extract his boys from the
slanughter pen into which they had been
driven by Incompetent officers

It Mr. Melklejohn hnd a hand in the
fght against Colonel Stotsenburg he can
never hope to have the support of the bovs
of the First Nebraska regiment, for teo
many of their comrades fll graves today
as 2 result of political gerrymandering.
Possibly a few of the members, who were
enabled to smecure thelr discharges when
the regiment got into active service, as
the price of the political Influence of par-
ents or friends, may be able to explain
Just what Meiklejohn did for the regiment,
but If there are any others who can reoall
any special occasion of friendship or fa-
voritism they huave falled to make them-
selves known,

When the carloads of Christmus pres-
ecnts Intended for the boys stood on the
tracks at Linceln, freezing and spolling
while awaiting Mr. Melklejohn's orders,
Mr. Meiklejohn had an opportunity to give
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& demonwsiration of his extrems friendliness,
but falled to do so.

Man Who Disappenrs from Colambus
Selln Hins Homentend and Cred-
Hors Get Dividend,

COLUMBUS, Neb., Feb. 1.—(8pecial)

An
interesting development in the affairs of

John Tannahill, fromerly of this place, came
to lght last weak when a deed wan filed for
record tranaferring his homestend. Tan-
nahlll disappeared from Columbus October
f, 1800, with charges of having forged the
names of several oltizens to notos aggregat-
Iing $1.600, and no trace of his wherenbouta
had been secured until the fling of this
deed. The document bears the signature of
Tannahill and was acknowledged hy a no-
tary publie in Pembina county, N. I, Sup-
tember 18, 1900, The deed conveys the Tan-
uabill homestend of thirty-three atros In
the eastern part of town (o Albert Stenger,
tho conslderation belog $3.000

John Wise, n brother of Mrs. Tanuahill,
wan here a few days ngo and affected n ant-
tement with all of the judgment creditors,
they accepting 60 cents on the dollar for
thelr claime and glving receipts in full

Mra, Taonahill and voung daughter left
with Mr Wise for Cedar Hapids, Ia.. and
it Is n ourrent supposition that they will
toon joln Mr. Tanuahill

The pince to whieh Tannahill evidently
came for the special purpose of signing the
teed In so clons to the Canada line as to in-
dicute that he (s probably not livipg in the
United States

At the time he left here he was president
of the Platte County Old Settlars’ assorin-
tion, and the newk that he had forged the
names of Carl Kramer, H. B. Reed and
Phoebe J. Lawrence, frienda who had pre-
vioualy assisted him, and would no doubt
have done 50 agaln, was a hombahall In the
community where for a quarter of a esntury
ho had held the respeot of everyons who
knew him.

The Judgnreat creditors some (ime laat
year attempted to have the Tannahill home
sold in satisfaction of their clalms, but Mra
Tannahill beat them in the district court on
the ground that she had a homestead right
to the place.

Dies of Her Burns,

FREMONT, Neb., Feb, 3.—(Special.)—Mias
Carrio Krueger died last evening at the
Fremont hospital from the effects of burns
which she recelved at her home at Arling-
ton o week ago  She was lighting a fire
and poured kerosene Into the stove.

DEATH RECORD.

Wire Mant at Falr Haven,

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feh 1.—Fire from
an unknown cause desiroyed the large plant
of the National Wire company at Falr
Haven this morpiog, entalling a property
logs estimated at $325,000.
